SALADS. 


During hot weather salads should hold 
« leading part in our menus, They are 
a light and refreshing diet, and although 
they take a little time to prepare, that 
does not mean that the cook is spending 
her time over a hot fire or stove. 

There are a great many recipes 
salad dressings, some easy to make and 
some dificult. Perhaps the most difficult 
one is mayonnaise; it needs very careful 
handling if it is to be a smooth mixture 
when prepared.

MAYONNAISE DRESSING. á 

Ingredients, — Half saltapoonjul salt, 
two saltepoonfuls mustard, two saltspoon- 
juls,sugar, quarter saltspoonful cayenne, 
yolk of one e777, one gill olive ou, tio 
tablespoonfuls. lemon juice, one tadle 
spoonful vinegar (Tarragon), one tabie- 
spoonful thick cream. 

Method.—These proportions may be 
multiplied or divided to make a larger or 
smaller quantity, Put the first five tn- 
gredients im a ie and mix them well; 
then add the oil, one drop at a time, 
dtirring constantly with a wooden spoon 
or whisk,  Ajter dropping and stirring 
for ten minutes the mixture will become 
stiff, At this point atir in a little 
vinegar or lemon jaice. Then drop in 
nore oil and stir until it again becomes 
Misti Continue putting in oil and the 
acids. unt all are used, when the result 
should be a thick, smooth .cream, which, 
when taken up on the e.d of a spoon, 

‘ will keep ite shape and not “run, 
Lastly, stir in the cream. 

Should the dressing break or appear 
curdled, it may sometimes be restored to 
smoothness by beating with an egg-beater 
or by adding more egg oud stirring for 
a while without adding oil. If theae ex- 
pedients fail, begin all over again, adding 
the curdled dressing to a new . yolk. 
However, a mayonnaise dressing will 
not go wrong except in the hands of a 
careless worker. The only. points to he 
observed are—to put the otf in alouly, 
and to stir constantly mid rapidly. The 
cream is a vatuable addition, qiving the 
mayonnaise a delicate, satiefying Aavour. 

The dressing for salads, whether sineply 
ol and rinegar or a mayonnaise, should 
he mized with a wooden spoon. As for 
the seasonings, the Spanish maxim, which 
reads ax follows, ta a Quide: "Be a 
miser with vinegar, a counsellor with 
salt, a spendthrift with oil, und a mad- 
man with stirring,” Let the oil be of 
the first quality of genuine olive oil, —

-AUDITOR’S CHARGES. 


KING’S COUNTY TECHNICAL 
COMMITTEE’S AFFAIRS. 


At the. King’s County County Council, on 

Thursday, the Auditor, Mr J. M. Martin, re- 
ported with regard to his audit of the Techni- 
cal Instruction Committee’s accounts íor the 
half-year ended March, 1925. 
Mr. Martin states that he was obliged to 
make a sworn investigation in an early stage 
of the audit, owing to what he describes as 
the unconvincing vouchers submitted in con- 
nection with payments made to the Secretary 
for travelling expenses. He felt obliged to 
~ the payments for expenses, because he 
ad to accept the Secretary s sworn state- 
ment that these journeys were actually per 
formed by him, and, in the absence of a R ceil 
definition” of “organising,” he was unable to 
decide that those journeys undertaken for 
| that purpose, as set out in the evidence, could 
not be brought under the head of organising. 

The Auditor directs attention to the affixing 
of the Chairman’s initials by Mr. Delahunty 
to the vouchers for payments for the secretary s 
travelling expenses. The Secretary in his 
evidence gave his reasons, but the Rev. Mr 
- “éiliinéil stated he had not initialled these 


Referring to the Treasurer’s advice note for 
payment of £50 to Mr. Delahunty for organis- 
mg Irish classes, the Anditor alleges that 
from the evidence of Mr. Holahan, a member 
of the Committee, whose signature was on the 
note, and the Secretary s subsequent admis 
sions on oath, the signature was a forgery. 
The Secretary s evidence that his assistant got 
this done was denied on oath by the assistant. 

Mr. Martin stated that he was obliged to 
surcharge £6 5s. and £1 6s. paid to Mr. 
O'Meara for cledning, attendance, and occa 
sional help at the Clare Parochial Hall during 
the*period in which classes were not held, and 
£6 10s. paid to the Secretary, Town Hall, 
Edenderry, being an out-of-date payment for 
which sanction of the Minister was not ob- 
tained. 

Referring to day school class fees, Mr 
Martin further states that not one penny of 
the fees had been lodged to the credit of the 
Committee before the audit. Going through 
the registers of the Tullamore day and night 
classes, the Auditor states he found that the 
full amount received by the secretary from 
the pupils was £55 12s. 

The Auditor also states that not one penny 
of the £4 8s. claimed by the Secretary as 
having been lodged in respect of his class 
fees and sale of books had actually been 
lodged by him. 

@ adjourned the audit to give Mr. 
Delahunty the opportunity of lodging his de- 
fakkations, amounting to £35 12s. The sum 
was lodged after the resumption of the audit 

The Auditor also criticised the keeping of 
the minutes. 

The Commissioner ordered that the report 
be recorded on the minutes of the County 
Council.

REMARKABLE EVIDENCE AT 


COUNTY DUBLIN INOUEST. 


That he had been threatened with violence 
and prevented from holding a post-mortem 
examination, and that, therefore, he could 
not tell the cause of death, was the remark- 
able .evidence of Dr. Patrick J. Lydon, 
Tallaght, at an inquest last week on a boy, 
named John Walsh, Firhouse, Tallaght, who 
died after. being knocked down by a sand 
lorry at Balrothery on Thursday. 

It was stated by two witnesses that the 
boy stepped-off the lorry, which was going 
at a slow. pace, and, falling in front of it, 
was run over. Dr. Lydon’s evidence was 
that the boy was dead when he examined 
him after the accident. His left hip bone 
was broken, but, in the witness’s opinion, 
the injuries which he found then were not 
sufficient to cause death in such a short time. 
The body was taken to the parents’ house, 
arid the witness had been unable to hold a 
post-mortem examination. 

Pointing out that he had power to commit 
people to Mountjoy Prison for contempt of 
Court, Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner for South 
County Dublin, ordered that “a post-mortem 
examination must be held.” 

Subsequently Dr. A. P. Lydon, with Dr. 
McMahon, performed an examination, and 
Dr. Lydon returned to give evidence that in- 
ternal injuries had been found. Death, 
his opinion, was due to internal hemorrhage 
and shock, the result of the injuries. 

The jury found a verdict of ‘accidental! 
death," and exonerated the driver fro 
blame.

The Senate Elections. 


The election of nineteen members to 
the Free Stata Senate will be held on 
Thursday, the 17th September. “There are 
seventy-six. candidates for the nineteen 
vacancies, and some 1,200,000 citizens of 
the Saorstat are qualified to record their 
votes as electors. Taking the lowest 
argument first; we may remind this 
great constituency that if ought to 
try to get good value for its money. 
Since the cost of the election is estimated 
at £100,000, every one of the nineteen suc- 
cessful candidates will involve the. tax- 
payers in an initial expenditure of more 
than £5,000. Furthermore, every new 
Senator will be entitled to hold office for 
twelve years, and the nineteen salaries, 
or “ allowances,’’ will amount during those 
years to an annual sum of £6,840. The 
voter—who has at least the moral obliga- 
tions of a trustee in this matter—ought to 
make a serious effort to secure, for such a 
large expenditure, the mazimum return in 
Indeed, the Con-

service ’’ or special qualifications or 


attainments ' ought to be a condition pre- 
cedent of candidature for the Senate. There 
is another consideration which is par- 
ticularly urgent at this time. The present 
Government has a permanent majority in 
Dail Eireann, and, secure in that know- 
ledge, is under constant temptation to 
ignore or defy public opinion. The last 
stronghold of public opinion is the Senate, 
which has the power to delay rash or 
injurious | and, in certain 
circumstances, to enforce a referendum of 
the people. That stronghold may prove to 
be worthless if it is not guarded by high- 
minded and independent men.

we to advise our readers? Many of them

In manu- 
facturing enterprise Japan has the ad- 
vantage over competing nations of low 
rates of wages ; yet in shipbuilding, where 
skilled labour commands higher rates than 
are general, Japan has gone ahead rapidly, 
and constructed in 1924 shipping to the 
extent of nearly four million tons. Free 
from entanglement in the vested interests 
of old-fashioned methods, seizes 
upon the most advanced expedients of 
engineering science, and has ret about 
large schemes of hydro-electric qevelop- 
ment which involve the damming of her 
mountain passes in order to accumulate 
great reservoirs ef rain water. Educational 
progress among the people is held back 
by the use of the clumsy Chinese alphabet, 
with its two thousand characters, which 
oblige compositors in newspaper offices to 
run up and down a large apartment to 
assemble the required pieces of type. In 
the Imperial University at Tokyo the 
“Romazi’’ movement, which seeks to 
popularise the use of Roman letters for 
the writing and printing of the naticnal 
tongue, has many friends, and already 
the “Romazi” spelling is used in the 
publications of many learned societies and 
in the Japanese-Esperanto dictionary. 
Throughout the Japanese universities and 
colleges Esperanto is studied, and Dr. 
Zamenhof’s artificial language is commonly 
used as the medium of translated titles of 
newspapers and commercial goods The 
genius of Japan unites high racial pride 
with practical readiness to use every 
resource of modern science for the advance- 
ment of the nation.

FIRST NIGHT AT THE GAIETY. 


We had. an interesting prémiere at the 
Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, last night, when Mr. 
Thomas Courtly staged the new. musical 
comedy, “ Nicolette,’ for the first. time. 
There was a crowded house—a rare thing in 
sultry weather—and the show was received 
with great « thusiasm. Enceres were plenti- 
ful, and the managemen: had every reason 
to be pleased witi“the reward of its enter- 
prise. 

The play itself is slight. It is set in a 
modern Ruritania, somewhereinthe Balkans, 
w..ich is just making the acquaintance of 
aeroplanes and motor bicycles, although, 
strangely enough, the South American tango 
is a favourite dance of the natives. The. cast 
consists of the usual troupe of. gorgeously 
dressed Volanians, in one of whom the 
homicidal complex is developed to an ‘un- 
comfortable degrec. There are four English 
visitors, three of whom—a “ Sir,” his beauti- 
ful daughter, and the funny man—have 
arrived accidentally by air, while the fourth, 
a journalist, has strayed acress the frontier 
on a motor bicycle, 

Gilbertian situations are sought by the in- 
vention of a local law which forbids murder 
on certain days of the week, allowing, if not, 
indeed, encouraging, it on the others. Also, 
tl chief industry of the country is the 
manufacture of cigarettes, which are precious 
things, not to he removed across the frontier 
under penalty “f death: With this material, 
and a sudden war which gives one of the 
Englishmeie a chance of using his military 
knowledge, the authors have succeeded in 
weaving plot which is sufficiently amusing, 
and is made extremely amusing in places by 
the acting of Mr. Mark Daly, the funhy 
man, who really is funny. His humour is of 
a kind that is far too rare on the 
musical comedy stage. It has not 
the slightest trace of vulgarity, and 
depends for its effect, not on. the 
ready made “ gags “ of the “ book,’’ but on 
the complete spontaneity of its expression. 
His part contains some very smart sayings. 
For instance, he describes a “ high-brow ”’ 
as a man who insists on having his »nions 
perfumed, and defines courting as the pursuit 
of & maiden until she catches you. His 
adventures among the Volanians are very 
entertaining, and he was responsible for mucti 
of the success of the whole performance. 

The remainder of the cast follows the well- 
worn ‘path of musical comedy. There is the 
handsome tcaor, who assumed the attitudes 
of a dying duck in a thunderstorm in the 
presence Of his lady love, and sings senti- 
mental songs at intervals. There is the 
fussy old President, who is one of the vil- 
lains of the piece; there are the pretty 
Volanian girls who fall in love all round, and 
there is the heroine, willowy, trusting, and 
xrone at any moment to come down stage 
just when things are beginning to breeze up 
and sing a meaningless ditty about love. 
These things, of course, are the stock-in-trade 
of mu ‘al comedv, ard “ Nicolette '” shares 
them w' most of its predecessors; but it 
must not be thought that it is not interest- 
ing. “It needs a certain amount of judicious 
cutting before it will be a good acting play, 
but it has some outstanding merits, chief 
among which is its music. 

The tunes are delightfully catchy. In 
the first act there are one or two duets and 
concerted items that bear distinct traces of 
the Sullivan influence, and this act is re- 
freshingly free from the threadbare har- 
monies of the George Edwardes school. The 
dancing, too, is excellent. One young lady, 
Miss Molly O’Shann, is extremely graceful, 
and the tango at the beginning of the 
second act is very wel done.- Staging and 
dressing leave little to he desired. The 
orchestra is well in hand, and the whole 
effect is admirable.’ As leading lady, Miss 
Phyllis Le Grand is true to type, and she 
is supported by a very well chosen cast.

LTHOUGH several meetings of 
different sections of the employés 
of the Great Southern Railways during 
the past few days have passed resolutions 
condemning the appeal made by Sir Walter 
Nugent for a voluntary réeducticgg of 5 per 
cent. in wages, no official actiowhas been 
taken by the National Union of Raifway- 
men.

Asked if the decision of the meeting of 
the workers in their offices on Sunday was 
official, a member of the Union declined 
to make any answer. : 

It was learned, however, from an 
authoritative source that this meeting was 
purely political, and that the decision 
rejecting the proposal did not bind the 
Executive Council of the N.U.R. 


DIRECTOR’S VIEW. 


STATE’S FATE LINKED WITH 
RAILWAYS, 


\ prominent director of the Associated 
Railway Companies of the Free State, when 
interviewed by an Jrish Times representative 
yesterday, said that the Board of Directors 
expected that the answer to Sir Walter 
Nugent's letter of appeal would come from 


‘the headquarters of the N.U.R. in London, 


and not from the workers themselves. — 

Several replies had been received from the 
workers, but nothing definite as to their atti- 
tude in the matter could be gleaned fron 
their letters, none of which was in any way 
hostile. 

He mentioned the fact that this eppeal for 
a voluntary reduction in wages and salaries 
was only a temporary measure, It had re- 
ceived the earnest consideration of all the 
members of the Board before it was issued. 
It was done so that further economy might 
be effected in the working of the company 
to enable it to tide over the present depres- 
sion existing both. in railway and trade 
circles. 

At least two or three. years must elapse 
before the economies effected by the amalga- 
mation would bear fruit. 


ECONOMIES. 

The company, he said, were economising in 
every way ‘possible, and were exploring every 
avenue through which the immense overhe 
charges and geficit could be reduced. At the 
same time they were avoiding the closing 
down of any stations, or doing anything that 
would lessen the revenue or interfere with 
the convenience of the general public. 

All the members of the Board think that 
this appeal, based on the co-partnership re- 
lations between the railway workers and the 
company, was the right step to take. 

The shareholders, he declared, have already 
suffered’ drastically, both in the reduction of 


the value of their securities and in the loss 


of their dividends. i 
The workers are only asked to give a small 
contribution towards helping the company to 


, " carry on. 


“The directors, managers, and other officials 
were all prepared to consent to a rednction 
in their. salaries—the former to a greater de- 
gree than the 5 per cent. 


RATE “ CUTS.” 

He pointed out that it was stated specifi- 
cally in- the circular that this decrease would 
have no effect on the rates of pensions or 
gratuities, which would remain intact. In 
every other respect, also, the interests of the 
staff were to be preserved. 

If the workers agreed to this appeal, the 
matter could be reconsidered at any time, and 
not later than January Ist, 1927. 

Our informant stated that there were two 
causes for the present perilous position of the 
railways. 

The first of these was the reduction in the 
fares and rates made compulsory by the 
amalgamation tribunal. This was the main 
factor for the decrease in the gross receipts, 
not the amalgamation itself; which was all 
right. 

‘Investigation showed that this reduction 
was not noticed or felt by the shopkeepers, 
passengers, or. live-stock dealers. Whilst in 
theory ‘reduction was excellent, in practice it 
had not had any effect towards developing 
“the trade, industry, commerce, or prosperity 
of the country. 

, If, however, instead of the all-round per- 
centage reduction, the proposal put forward 
by the company, that a careful selection of 
those branches of trade that were mogt in 
need of assistance should be made, had been 
adopted, there might have been a different 


ANOTHER CAUSE. 

Much larger reductions in freightage charges 
could then have been made to those industries 
selected. and their trade would have been so 
materially developed that the loss to the com- 
pany would have been nil. 

The second cause was the accumulative 
effect of the very high working costs, taken 
together with the very serious depression in 
trade existing in this country. 

‘If the trade and prosperity that prevailed 
before the Great War were present to-day 
then the railway problem would go a long 
way towards solving itself. 

“Vhe survival of the railways,’’ he said, 
“ depends upon the survival of the country. 
I am perfectly satisfied myself that if the 
coming harvest is what others think it has 
every prospect of being, and if this is followed 
by an average year in 1926, then the present 
gloomy aspect of affairs, so far as the railway 
industry is concerned, will he: completely 
altered. 

‘‘T am not a pessimist, but I am quite sure 
that the future of the railways is tied up with 
the future of the State, and if one goes under 
the other will go under as well.”’

‘© ALCOHOLISM.”’ 

Kevin O'Higgins, Minister of

56,000 ON THE LISTS. '

It was stated some time ago by the Minister 
of Labour, the Right Hon. J. M. Andrews, 
that when unefhployment in Northern Ireland 
reached 50, the weekly insurance contribu- 
tions to the “Fund would balance the benefit 
payments. Unfortunately, owing to the con- 
tinuance of the trade depression, this desirable 
ge has never been reached since the 
Northern Parliament was established. 

When the Northern Government took over 
the administration of the Labour services there 
were approximately 60,000 persons on the un- 
employment register in the North. This 
number “was gradually reduced until the figure 
of 54,000 was reached, and it was anticipated 
that the Insurance Fund would in a short 
time not only beconfe self-supporting, but. com- 
mence repaying the loans whieh were extended 
to it. During the past year the renewal of 
the depression in the linen industry shattered 
this hope, and the rate of unemployment 
gradually increased until the 60,000-figure was 
again nearly reached. Within the past. few 
weeks there has been a decrease in unemploy- 
ment owing to workpeople being re-absorbed 
into the linen industry, and the total number 
on. the register last week was 56.081. 

AMALGAMATED FUNDS. 

Efforts have been made by the Northern 
Government, but so far without success, to re- 
amalgamate the Unemployment Insurance 
Funds of Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 
It is eontended that the Northern area has not 
a sufficient number of large industries to main- 
tain a separate Insurance Fund, and that when 
the two principal-industries, apart from agri 
culturé—namely, linen mannfacturing and 
shipbuilding—are depressed at the one time it 
is impossible for the Insurance Fund to.remain 
solvent. J 

It has also been pointed out that the Insur- 
ance “Fund was handed over to: Northern Ire- 
land at a period of acute trade depression,

Martin, both well-known Dublin firms of 
building contractors, are already at work on 
sections of the Croydon Park extension and 
the Marino housing scheme, which will be 
considerably enlarged by the addition of the 
250 houses to be. built by Messrs. Kossel. The 
German-built dwellings will be similar in 
formation to those already erected; they will 
be built in accordance with the conditions laid 
down by the Government, so that the Govern- 
ment grant or subsidy may be secured by the 
City Commissioners for each house erected. 

It is understood that provision is to be 
made for the erection of shops on this further 
extension ef the Marino housing. scheme, 


LABOUR PROBLEM. 

The question of whether Irish labour will 
be employed on the work by the German firm 
has caused some uneasiness in labour circles 
in Dublin. It is pointed out, however, that 
the contract for all the housing schemes 
contains a binding clause to the effect 
that local labour—that is to say, Irisa labour 
—must be employed. It is thought, on the 
other hand, that as the type of the work to 
be done in the building of the houses will be 
somewhat different from any work previously 
done in this country, Messrs. Kosse' may 
bring across from Germany a number of 
workers skiiled in this special class of werk. 

The form of work carried out by the firm 
is described as of ‘concrete telescopic 
cavity ’’—uprights with walls of wood which 
are treated after erection with quantities of 
cement. The cement is unobtainable in this 
country, but whether the woodwork frames or 
walls ate to be manufactured in the Frée 
State is not knowm” Probably not 


FINDING TENANTS. 

This part of the ‘work will most likely be 
done in Germany, and subsequently shipped 
across to Dublin. But where lrish labour 's 
employed in the work fair wages conditions 
will, in accordance with the coutract, prevail," 
_ As to tenants for the houses, when they 
are ready for occupation there will be no 
luck. The procedure on previous occasions 
has been that where the houses are nearing 
completion notices are published in the Press 
asking for applicants from working men and 
women: emploved’ or resident in Dublin for 
the purchase of the houses under the Corpora- 
tion House Purchase_scherte. A deposit is 
made by the swetessful “applicant, and he 
then goes into possession. \ 

From persons unable to pay The total pur- 
chase money, which will probably Bmount to 
from £400 to £440, a portidn will be accepted, 
and the remainder lent to them by the Cor- 
poration for a period not exceeding 40 years, 
interest being chargéd at the rate of 5 per 
cent per annum, repayment to he made by an 
annuity comprising principle and interest. 

This annuity is payable in “rent” or 
weekly payments amounting from 15s. to 16s. 
weekly, and when the total cost and interest 
is paid the dwelling-houses become the p/o- 
perty of the occupier.

MR. HAVELOCK WILSON’S 
VIEWS ON COMMUNISM. 
QUEBEC, Monday. 

Mr. H. Havelock Wilson, of the National 
Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union, has arrived 
here to speak in several Canadian cities on 
the industrial situation in Great Britain. In 
an interview he said that he deprecated the 
creed of the British Communists, whose one 
desire was to overthrow the capitalist system, 
and substitute for it a form of government 
similar to the Russian.

BLOW AT TRADES UNIONISM. 


In a leading article, The Tímea deals at 
length with the sailors’ strike, which. is 
attempting to paralyse British trade with 
Australia, New Zealand and South Africa, 
and refers to the steps which have been 
taken by Mr. Bruce, the Prime Minister of 
Austrajia. He describes the action of Mr. 
Walsh and Mr. Johannsen as what it unques- 
tionably is, an attempt to undermine the 
authority of the proper leaders of the British 
union, No more fatal blow, he justly oh. 
served, could be aimed at trade unionism of 
a legitimate kind. 

Mr. Havelock Wilson, thé President of the 
National Sailcrs’ and Firemen’s Union, takes 
exactly the same view of this strike as does 
Mr Bruce. The action of Walsh and Johann- 
sen is, he declares, a non-unionist move, in- 
spired by a desire to promote Communistic 
principles by: men who are anxious to destroy 
trade unionism. : 

Doubtless, the great Thajority of Aps- 
tralians of all classes, including ‘he great 
majority-of Australian trade unionists, have 
no sympathy with Communism or with the 
action of men like Mr. Walsh. But the 
Communists in Australia,” as elsewhere, aré 
strongly organised, and are adepts, as, in- 
deed, they are showing by their conduct 
about this strike, in the strong ‘misrepre- 
sentations which dupe igndrant and emotional 
crowds, The Labour leader in the House has 
been careful to point out that neither the 
Party nor the trade’ union movement. in Aus- 
tralia have recognised the strike. They seem, 
however, to have given it a certain measure 
ef countenance; and in the event of an 
election they might succumb to the tempta- 
tion of making capital out of the sympathies 
it has evoked in a section of the electorate. 

Meanwhile the. strike goes on, both in 
i Australia. and in South. Afriea.:, Both these 
great countries: are suffering enormous losses 
from the activities of the Sydney Communists, 
and of the real leaders behind them.

The sections of the British Association 
at Southampton yesterday discussed a 
variety of subjects that appeal as strongly 
to the layman as to the scientific expert. 
Among them was the transport problem, 
on which Lieutenant-Colonel Tudsbery of 
the Ministry of Transport, and Lord 
Montagu of Beaulieu, spoke. 

The Physiological Basis of Athletic 
Records gave Professor A V. Hill, of 
London, the text for a particularly in- 
teresting address in which he analysed the 
factor of exhaustion in the various forms 
of outdoor sport, 

Professor Dakin, of Liverpool, gave the 
Biological Section some amusing illustra- 
tions of the popular attitude to that most 
useful and engaging science; and Dr. 
William Brown, in another section, dis- 
cussed '“ Suggestion and Personality ” in 
relation to war neurosis. In yet another 
section Professor Baly showed that cold 
storage may, in certain circumstances, be 
a - menace to the race. 


OVERSEA SETTLEMENT. 


THE PRINCE'S LETTER. 

Much ‘interest was attached to a letter 
from the Prince of Wales announcing that 
he is placing portion of his ranch in 
Canada at the disposal of young men for 
training oversea. The letter was written 
in reply to a suggestion made last year by 
Dr. Ernest Barker, of King’s College, 


London. It was dated in November of 
last year. 


The Prince’s private secretary wrote :— 

[I am directed by the Prince of Wales 
to thank you for so kindly forwarding, with 
your letter of November 21, a copy. of the 
report of the discussion which too place at 
the meeting of the Educational Section of the 
British Association, in Toronto, last August. 
His Royal Highness was much interested in 
this report, which had nat yet been brought 
to his notice, 

“ As regards the suggestion in the last 
paragraph of vour letter, the Prince dis- 
cussed last year with Mr. Carlyle, the 
manager of his ranch, and Sir Walter 
Peacock, the Secretary. of the Duchy of 
Cornwall, the question which you raise. 
At the present time there is no accommoda- 
tion for boys on the ranch, nor is there 
sufficient work for more than three or four; 
but His Royal Highness approved of two or 
three extra rooms being provided in the pro- 
gé new bunk house, when it is built.

“ Mr. Carlyle considers that twenty is the 
best age for young men to go to Canada, 
except for boys, who go at a much earlier age 
to a colony farm. He thinks that after 
leaving a public school boys should go and 
learn on an English pedigree stock farm for 
a year before proceeding to Canada. They 
wilt then discover for themselves whether 
they. are suited to a farmet’s life, and they 
will also know something about stock--so many 
young men who go out to Caanda drift mto 
the towns, and eventually return to England. 
I am sure Mr, Carlyle’s views on the matter 
are very sound.” 

‘PHYSIOLOGY OF SPORT. 

In the Physiological Section, Professor A. 
V. Hill, of London, 
tion, delivered an address on en, 
gical basis of athletic records. e well- 
known boxer, Phil Scott, who has shown 
such prowess in the ring recently, had offered 
to illustrate the observations of the Pro- 
fessor, but he was not present. The 
professor dealt with the conditions which 
existed in running, swimming, jumping, 
bicycling, horse-racing, walking, rowing, 
skating and other sporting exercises. 

The problem, physiologically speaking, he 
explained, was—How long could a given dis- 
tance be maintained? The oxygen used by 
the body was the measure of the amount of 
energy expende i anything but the 
shortest races our record-breaking at Hlete 
should finish with something near a maximum 
oxygen debt; otherwise he had not employed 
all his available power—had not done him- 
self full justice. A man could not exhaust 
himself completely in a one hundred or 8 
two hundred yards race. Even a three 
hundred vards race was not sufficient 
to cause ‘an extreme exhaustion, though 
a quarter mile, in the case of a first-class 
sprinter, was enough, or almost enough, to 
produce complete inability to make any 1m- 
mediate further effort. Although the skill of 
women in swimming was, presumably, just 
as great as that of) men, the difference in the 
maximum speed for any given time in the 
case of women was a matter only of the 
amount of power available. 4 

ADVANTAGE OF THE BICYCLE. 

It was impossible to exhaust oneself 
rapidly on a bicycle. It would require some 
time to produce, by bicycling, a state of ex- 
haustion easily attainable within a minute by 
running. Running was not as exhausting to 
a horse as to a man. Presumably the horse 
could not be made by his’ rider to go as hard 
as he ought. The horses of 150 years ago 
eould run just as fast as their modern suc- 
cessors—a fair comment on the doctrine that 
the improvement in the breed of horses is 
the chief and sufficient reason for encouraging 
the continuance of horse racing, even if war 
time. 

Professor Hill showed that the record high 
jump, which is 6.61 feet, was accomplished 
in 0.96 of a second. Seeing the amazing 
complexity of, and the skill involved in, the 
rapid movements and adjustments involved 
in a record high jump, it was striking that 
all these events could occur within a time 
of less than a second, He also dwelt on 
the possible advantage of starting in a race 
faster than the average speed it was intended 
to maintain. In rowing at a stroke of 
about 32 per minute, the mechanical efficiency 
was apparently near its maximum. A man 
could skate one hundred miles at almost the 
same speed that a man could run a mile,

AMERICAN WORKERS TO LOSE 
£1,000,000 A WEEK.

, NEW YORK, Monday. 

After a comparatively prolonged respite 
from industrial strife and a spell of 
prosperous business, the United States faces 
the complete suspension of work in the 
anthracite coalmines. At midnight to-night 
150,000 ntiners are ‘laying down their tools, 
and, at the same time, losing 5,000,000 dollars 
(£1,000,000) a week in wages. 

The miners are mostly cheerful, 
do not anticipate a long strike, 
ae a to enjoy the holiday, some repair- 
ing to their homes, some fishing, and some } 
even travelling to Europe to re-visit their 
birthplaces. the workers in the hard 
coal field being unionists, picketing is not 
considered necessary, and disorder is not 
likely, unless an attempt on ‘the part of some 
owners is made “to re-open the mines with 
non-union labour. 

Both the Federal and-State authorities seem 
at the moment indisposed to intervene, pro- 
vided that the public suffers no hardship from 
scarcity or from ‘‘ profitetring.’’

STRINGENT BRITISH ACT. 


The Milk and Dairies. Act, 1915, comes 
into ferce in Great Britain to-day,’ after a 
delay of ten years since it received the 
Royal Assent. It was passed on the first 
year of the war, with the proviso that it 
should become operative within a year after 
ithe war, and ultimately was postponed till 
to-day. : 

Much of the Act is conterned with the 
ensuring of purer milk through closer inspec- 
tion of cattle and dairies, more frequent 
analyses, and a more stringent regulation of 
the trade. But there are other provisions of 
importance. Thus, sanitary authorities are 
empowered to establish and maintain’ depots 
for the sale at not less than cost price of 
milk specially prepared for consum en by 
infants under two years of a oe to pro- 
vide such laboratories and pla him may he 
necessary for the purpose. It is thus hoped 
to advance the cause of child welfare, with- 
out appreciable addition to the public charge. 

As a means of protection to the purchaser 
it is made an offence, with liability to fine of 
£10, if condensed, separated or skimmed milk 
is sold: withdut® the - receptacle containing Lit 
having been clearly labelled ‘ machine 
skimmed milk,” or “skimmed milk,” as the 
case may be. 

- Again, the Ministry of Health are to make 
regulations for preventing danger to public 
health from the importation of milk and milk 
products intended for human consumption, or 
for use in the manufacture of products’ for | 
human consumption.

RAIL AND ROAD TRANSPORT. 

10 THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES.. 

Sir,~The ten, demand for the appoint- 
ment of a National Commission to examine 
the whole problem of road, rail and water- 
borne transport in Ireland should be greatly 
reinforced by the publication of two official 
documents dealing with similar problems in 
Holland and Germany respectively. In Hol- 
land the report of a Royal Commission reveals 
facts which bear a special analogy to Irish 
, 
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‘and distributed within twenty-four hours ovér 


conditions. Holland—like Ireland, an agri- 
cultural country—lost £1,900,000 on her rail- 
ways last year. This year the deficit “is 
expected to fall to £330,000. This reduction 
takes place side by side with a ‘striking 3n- 
crease in public motor transport. Holland has 
now over 500 regular public motor services for 
passenger transport, and upwards of 3550 
services for transport of goods by road. 
Needless to say, nothing approaching these 
facilities is yet available in the Free State, 
though it covers double the area of: Holland ; 
but the really striking finding of the Royal 
Commission is that motor ‘bus services, 
though nuw competing, ‘‘ will finally prove 
to be useful feeders for tramways’ and rail- 
ways.’ The Commission proposes legislation 
conducive of that end. 

The second publication deals with the co- 
ordination of road services in Germany, and 
has been issued by organisations respectively 
representing ‘the German State railways and 
the German automobile services. “Fifteen 
months ago these bodies joined ‘to ‘eliminate 
unnecessary competition aúd provide more 
efficient pubhe services. One | remarkable 
result of this joint action has already been 
achieved in so far as goods are now collected
